It is not the imiports from 
the United Siates which burt the feel- 
ings of our manufacturing friends, i 
is the increased imporis of finished 
manufactures frem Brivain under the 
preference. And the cry of danger 
of Canada being made a sfaughter 
market and dumpirg ground by Uni.ed 
Staies factories is merely an excuse for 
securing the abolicion of the Britisn 
preference. He set forth 2 number of 
reasons for believing that the present 
government was practically commit .ed 
to a gencral increase of the tariff. bui 
he objected to the delay. This was in 
fact the only effective criticism he 
had to offer on the subject. Afcer 
staiing the large amount of imports 
of manufactured articles from Great 
Britain and Uniied States he said. 
“Was there any reason why 2 very 
considerable portion of these might no 

be produced in Canada and why should 
revision of the tariff be delayed if this 
could be assisted thereby?’ There is 
only one way of interpreting ctbese 
words and it is that the tariff should 
be so increased as to prohibit the im- 
portation of these manufactures from 
both Great Britain and the United 
States, If there were any question on 
this point it would be settled by the 
following paragraph in a series of sre- 
cific statements as to what he consi- 
dered the policy for Canada should be 
“To preserve by means of an adequate- 
ly protective carilf our own home mar- 
ket for own people, and to bave the 
policy of the government so declared 
and understood,” 

Taking his speech as a whole there 
Was no reason advanced by the Icader 
of the oppesition, why himself and his 
followers should be entrusted witb 
power at the hands of the Canadian 
people except that if they were se en- 
trusted they would apply the principle 
of a probibitive tariff in favor of man- 
ufacturing industries. To those whose 
interests lie in the special advantage 
of manufacturers as compared wiih 
the great producing industries his po- 
siliom must certainly appeal; but on 
the other hand, for chose whose in- 
terests lie with the great producing 
industries cf the farm, the forest, the 
fishery and the mine, his policy and 
principles are such as they cannot ay- 
prove. _For while he speaks of yro- 
teciion Lo agriculture and to Jabor he 
indicates no means whereby these in- 
terests are to be adequately protected. 
His tariff policy is summed up ia ihe 
following resolution, which he moved 
San amendment to the moiion of ac- 
cep.ance of the announcements of the 
Finance Minister. ‘ 

“This house,, regarding the operation 
of the present iariff as unsatisfactory, 
is of opiaion that this country requires 
a declared policy of such adequate pro- 
tection to its labor, agricultural pro- 
ducts. manufactures and industries as 
wouid at all times secure the Canadian 
market for Canadians; and that the 
financial policy of the government 
should include 2 measure for the thor- 
ough and judicious readjustmen: of 
the tari‘f at the present session.” 

This is a part of the resolution which 
he moved last year and indicates ihat 
whatever else may change, the demand 
of the manufacturers of Canada for 
undue advantag2 over the rest of ihe 
people, does not change nor has ihe 
Conservative party ceased to be will 'ng 
to be the means of their securing that 
advantage.
